The village of Torch Lake was prac- 
Ulcally wiped Gut Wednesday night, 
the big saw mill “dnd the shingle, ill 
of the Cameron Lumber Co. burning 
to the grotnd. As it is not expected 
‘the mills will be rebuilt and ‘Torch 
Lake has no other industries of the 
kind, the loss of the mills iS verv near- 
lp the death Knell of te town. 


The shingie'mill caught fire xbout 10 
o'clock, and quiek as a flash the entire 
mill was in flames. The fire spread to: 
adarge barn belonging to the same 

ompany and then to the large sawmill 

which was also lost. Both mills were 
closed down fur the season, and no 
watchmen were. kept. 


The barn contained about 17 horses,” 


a quantity of hay, and buggies, wag: 
ons, ets. Fifseen work horses were 
gotten out, but two drivers_ and the 
other contentiof the barn were Jost. 
The two horses lost were in another 
part of the barn from the draft. horses 
and it is thought they were forgotten 
inthe excitementand might have been 
lgared. 

The Joss on the siingle mill is set at 
about #10 000, with insurance of 34.000 
the-sawmill and burn were worth 
aout 910.009 mors, with insurance of 
$3,000 on the mill and $2,000 on the 
barn—a total of about $20.000 with in 
surance of but $0.000..
